Claims 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by applicant's admitted prior art. 

Instant Fig. 1 shows the first and second pre-drivers as 
circuits 100 and 110, respectively; and the pull -up/pull -down 
transistors as FETs 11 and 12, respectively. The second and 
fourth signals provided to the gates of FETs 11 and 12 have 
their slew rates inherently controlled by the first and second 
pre-driver circuits 100 and 110, respectively. 

The resistance components of claim 16 are elements 12 and 

13 . 

3. Claim 1 is also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Taito. 
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Note Fig. 5 which shows the first and second pre-drivers as 
circuits 51 and 52, respectively; and the pull -up /pull -down 
transistors are the FETs which receive VI and V2, respectively 
(i.e., FETs 12 and 13, as shown in the other figures of Taito) . 
The second and fourth signals provided to the gates of these 
FETs have their slew rates inherently controlled by the first 
and second pre-driver ■ circuits 51 and 52, respectively. 

The recited resistance components of claim 16 read on the 
wire connections between FETs 12 and 13. 

4. Claims 2-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
